Capt. Baldwin has two more 
chances to make the required speed to have 
his balloon accepted by the army board. 
. Even before the start of the test Capt. 
Baldwin declared the wind would not permit 
a fair test. He was urged to try it by his 
companion, Mr. Curtiss, and at last con- 
sented, the balloon being brought out of 
the balloon tent to the starting point at 6 
o'clock. 

Everything was made ready and after a 
final inspection by Capt. Baldwin Mr. Curtiss 
started the motor, while members of the 
signal corps balloon squad held the ship. 

At a nod from Mr. Curtiss Capt. Baldwin 
gave the order to release the craft and it shot 
forward as if the speed required of it 
were but a trifle. Lieut, Selfridge of the 
signal corps and Lieiit. Creecey of the ma- 
rine corps noted the time, 6:35:80, at which 
the airship cleared the starting line. 


First Mile Made Quickly. 
The course laid out was the same as that 
traversed in yesterday's flight, two and one- 
quarter miles to the westward of Fort Myer, 
in the direction of Falls Church, Va. 
“The first mile and 4 quarter was covered 
in less time than yesterday. Then a second- 
ary wire connecting the coll of the engine 
with the commutator broke and the motor 
| stopped. 
Running the enginé with the three re- 
maining cylinders Mr. Cu endeavored 
to repair the break. He received several 
shocks from the batteries and had to bite 
off a piece of cord with which ta tie the wire. 
Just as Capt. Baldwin brought the ship 
around at the turning point and started back 
to Fort Myer, Mr. Curtiss got his engine in 
‘working order again. The distance of two 
and one-quarter miles was made in pine min- ö 
utes and fifty seconds 
When a mile and an eighth from the finist- 
ing point the wire connecting the coil with 
the commutator broke, and as this discon- 
nected all four cylinders of the motor, the 
engine stopped and a descent was made in a 
cornfield. 


Last Mile Made in Four Minutes. 
At 7:11, nineteen minutes after landing, the 
dirigible was repaired and it again went aloft 
and completed its trip, making the last mile 
in four minutes. It was greeted with a rous- 


ing cheer from t at Fort Myer. Mr. 
Curtiss said th accidents were due 
to the wires bei improperly connected. 


Capt. Baldwin and Mr. Curtiss were pleased 
with the showing made, in spite of the acci- 
dents and are still confident they, will make 
a success of the next speed trial. 

„We seemed to have everything against 
us, said Mr. Curtiss. We were not prop- 
erly balanced and had a bad side wind to 
work against all the time. I would have 
been able to make much greater speed but for 
the breaking of the wires.“ 


Dirigible Blown Toward Lake. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 12.—Capt. Jack Dal- 
las, who is making daily flights in a dirigible 
balloon from a pleasure resort of this city, 
had a thrilling experience this afternoon, 
when he had a narrow escape from being 
blown into Lake Michigan. Capt. Dallas 
covered a distance of two and a half miles 
from the resort, circled the city hall tower, 
and then sailed toward the lake, intending 
to make his return trip, 

At this juncture something went wrong 
with the carbureter and the balloon was 
driven toward the lake. Capt. Dallas’ only 
way of escaping possible drowning in the 
lake was to let the gas escape from the bal- 
loom. This he did, and after firing three shots 
to warn his assistants he threw a long rope 
toward the earth, the end of which was 
caught, and a landing Was effected in Juneau 
park, on the lake front, 

A new supply of gas was brought in a tank

WRIGHT MAKES | THREE FLIGHTS. 


LE MANS, France, Aug. 12.—In spite of un- 
favorable wind conditions, Wilbur Wright of 
Dayton, O., brought his aeroplane out this 
evening fora flight. Mr. Wright dislikes the 
publicity of his performances here, but when 
he was informed that Miss Anna Morgan, 
daughter of J. Pierpont Morgan, had come 
to the course especially to see the aeroplane 
in action he consented to make atrial. He 
made two flighte successfully. 

The trial was the second of the day, Mr. 
Wright having made a splendid flight early 
this morning, when he circled the field five 
times, remaining in the air 6:562-5. Among 
the spectators was M. Kapferer. the engineer 
of the dirigible balloon, Ville de Paris. 

On his first evening flight, Wright covered 
918 yards, making two turns in forty sec 
onds. He landed fifty-four yards from his 
starting poffit. In his second flight he trav- 
ersed 1,886 yards in one minute and forty- 
four and two-fifths @econds, and landed 
twenty-two yards from the starting place.

The case ended in Miss Barry being placed 
in care of a juvenile officer of Hartford pre- 
liminary to being sent home. Her father, 
Thomas Barry, member of Barry Bros,’ 
Transportation company, is at present cap- 
tain of the lake steamer Kansas and departed 
for Milwaukee in the afternoon ignorant of 
his daughter's predicament. Her mother, 
Mra. Jennje Barry, is heartbroken over the 
affair at the family residence, 386 Dast Chi- 
cago avenue, but stands by her daughter, 
and says the action must have been the re- 
sult of a momentary aberration. 


Expects to Become a Nun. 
Miss Barry, the accused, has been a de- 
vout Christian ever since she has had an 
understanding of higher things, and has 
spent nine years in convents. She was a 
member of the Holy Name cathedral parish 
and her ambition was to become a nun. 
When 11 years old, at her own request, she 
was taken from the parochial school attached 
to the local church and sent to the Villa 
Marie convent at Montreal, where she re- 
mained for eight years. Then she attended 
Notre Dame at Kingston. 

The present is the young woman's first 
trip away from home outside of her journeys 
to the convent. It's really the first vaca- 
tion the girl ever had. She left home two 
weeks ago to visit in New York Adelaide 
Keim, the Bush Temple actress, with whom 
she became acquainted last fall, and after 
a few days there went to visit Miss Welsh, 
who is her mother’s aunt. 


Popular in Hartford. 
The young girl had been much entertained 
in Hartford and was popular among the 
young people whom she met in that city. 
On Thursday for some reason which she

THAW ADJUDGED A BANKRUPT 
BY REFEREE IN PITTSBURG. 


Lawyers Suspecf Proceedings Brought 
by White’s Slayer Are a Trick to 
Gain His Freedom,

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 12.— Harry K. Thaw 
was formally adjudged a bankrupt today by 
Referee W. R. Blair. This action was a sur- 
prise to those interested in the case, as United 
States Commissioner William T. Lindsay had 
set Aug. 21 as the date for the adjudication. 
No explanation of the change of plans has 
been made. 

Referee Blair has not announced the date 
of the first meeting of Thaw’s creditors. 
This must be held within thirty days. An 
effort will be made to bring Thaw to Pitts- 
burg for the first meeting of creditors. 

Every move thus far made shows the de- 
termination of Thaw and his counsel to take 
his case out of the New York courts and 
force a hearing on the question of his méntal 
condition in the courts at Pittsburg. 

Among attorneys there appears to be a 
general belief that those in charge of Thaw's 
case will not be content to have the sanity 
case passed upon only by the federal court 
as an incident in the bankruptcy proceedings, 
Ii. w suggested that soon after Thaw is 
brought here an inquest in lunacy will be in- 
stituted in local county courts. 

If the verdict in such inquest should be that 
Thaw is sane, New York authorities probably 
would be unable to get him back to that 
state, where the only ground for holding him 
a prisoner at present is that he is an insane 
person.

HOTEL ACCUSES MRS. COLLIER 


Wife of Comedian Arrested on 
Charge of Skipping Board Bill 


SHE WAITS FOR REVENGE, 


Louise Allen to Appear in Court as 
sles xd Today. 


New York, Aug. 12.~—-fSpecial. Lowes 
Allen Collier, the actress, and wife of William 
Collier, the comedian, spent an uncomforta- 
bie three hours at police headquarters in Jer- 
sey City tonight. She is under arrest on a 
charge of beating her board bill in an Atlantic 
City hotel,. and she will have to go back to- 
morrow to Atlantic City in charge of a po- 
liceman to stand trial. 

The Jersey City headquarters got a tele- 
gram from Chief W. D. Woodruff of Atlantic 
City early this afternoon asking for the ar- 
rest of Mrs. W. H. Collier on a warrant is- 
sued there on complaint of the managers of 
the Grand Atlantic hotel, charging an at- 
tempt to defraud. A later wire explained 
that Mrs. Collier, after a stay of nine days at 
the hotel, had left without paying her bill 
for that period, amounting to $42.50. She 
would arrive on the 5:30 train over the 
Pennsylvania, the message said. 

Detective Lyons of the headquarters staff 
met the train, When Mrs. Collier stepped off 
with her negro maid, two poodle dogs, and 
$2,000 worth of jewelry she was placed under 
arrest and after many protestations was 
taken to the Jersey City headquarters. 


Denies Trying to Beat Hotel. 

Mrs. Collier thus described herself to the 
police: Louise Allen Collier, 27 years old, 
actress, blond, and wife of W. H. Collier, 
who made her an allowance, she said, of $75 
a week. 

She denied having defrauded or attempting 
to defraud the Grand Atlantic. She had 
left the hotel after asking for her bill and 
paying all charges that were presented to 
her. Mrs. Collier said she intended to make 
it mighty hot for the Grand Atlantic man- 
agement. 

She had to stay at police headquarters until 
9:10 tonight, when a local politician bailed 
her out. She was released in $500 bail until 
tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock, when an 
Atlantic City policeman will take her back 
to fight the charge. 


Troubles with Her Husband. 

Mrs. Collier’s name in public prints has not 
entirely been confined to hér professional 
work. In July, 1005, she returned alone from 
London, where Mr. Collier was playing in 
“On the Quiet,” and a month later Harry 
Darling, foreman of Mr. Collier’s place at 
St. James, Long Island, received a cable from 
his employer telling Darling to notify trades 
men that Collier would not be responsible for 
his wife's debts. 

A few days later a letter from the actor 
ordered that the live stock on the place be 
sold, Mre-Collier then tried to compel her 
husband to sell the St. James place and give 
her half of the proceeds. The couple's 
troubles are still unsettled. They have not 
liveé together for some time.

New York, Aug. 12.— [Special.}—Charles 
Mahoney, manager of the Hoffman house 
café, who was tried last week at special 
sessions on a charge of violating the anti- 
betting law by regaiving 300 from Isaac 
Herzog on July 10 to bet on a horse at 
Brighton Beach track, was discharged today.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Native steers and hogs solé 
at a decline of 10010 as a result of exceasive sup- 
plies and a disappointing demand from eastern ship- 
pers. Orders for live stock from outside quarters 
have been decreasing all week, and to accentuate 
this narrowed outlet the day’s arrivals included 
more stock suitable for the shipping trade than has 
been here in one day ina long time. Cable advices 
from abroad told of another decline in the price of 
American beeves on the Liverpool market, and this 
served to put acrimp in the buying by local expoyt- 
ers and lessen the demand for choice beeves. To 
offset the weakness in the market for native steers 

_ traders enjoyed a refreshing demand for range of- 
ferings, which enabled them to effect a clearance 
of the 3,000 rangers on the market at strong prices. 
Packers were the chief buyers in thie division, and 
they showed their preference for western stock in a 
liberal way, it being comparat! 
interested in the off erate supplies of 
native cows and heifers met with a good inquiry

$6.90 for the only load of hogs to sell at that figure, 
and taking a chance with a load at 606.88, just to 
show the confidence he had in the market. 

Packers’ early indifference in the hog market 
was attributed to the rainy weather. Rain falls 
usually are followed by increased receipts of hogs 
here, as farmers, being unable to work in the 
fields, devote more time to marketing swine, and 
it was generally thought that packers expected to 
see more liberal supplies and lower prices later 
this week, and so did not care to load up too 
heavily at the present level of values. After they 
induced sellers to make them 10@15c concessions, 
however, they bought freely. Hogs left from Tues- 
day’s market were officially counted at 6,191. 


ON THD BOARD OF TRADHD. 


Liquidation by outside holders of provisions 
caused a sharp break in prices for the nearby 
months. The weak grain list, larger receipts of 
hogs than expected, and a slow shipping demand 
from the east were the principal factors. Packers 
were apparently not averse to seeing a readjust- 
ment of values in the direction of lower quotations, 
and this, with the lack of public buying, left the 
market devoid of support, except for the January, 
for which there was a moderate demand. Closing 
prices were 30 to 3% lower for pork, 16 to 17\%c 
for lard, and 20 to 2% off for ribs.
